OKLAHOMA CITY, Jan. 21.— The state of Oklahoma will go into the 


railroad building business if tlie plans now being discussed by public servicq 


commissions of the legislature are carried out. Last night the two com- 


mittees from the house and senate met in joint session with representatives 


of the Oklahoma Federation of Labor, Farmets' Union and Oklahoma City 


chamber of commerce and discussed the^ basis of a bill which will give the 


state power to construct a railroad 425 miles long. 


The proposed road would run from the noiihnest to the southwest 


sections of the state, opening new agricultural coal aud timber lands. The 


bill to be'introduced will ask for a ten million dollars bond issue to be 


decided by a special election.
